LONG-TIME ALDERMAN STONE 
FALLS AS GROUP TO WORK WITH 
NEW MAYOR TAKES SHAPE

Say hello to the new class. 

After Tuesday’s runoff elections, Chicago is on track to have a City 
Council with a turnover of more than a third of its 50 members to go 
along with its new mayor, Rahm Emanuel. 

The new aldermen were elected Tuesday in runoffs in 14 wards where 
no candidate scored a majority Feb. 22. More than $2.4 million was poured 
into the runoff campaigns, with most of the cash coming from unions, 
politicians and business interests hoping to shape the council. 

The new council will be without its second-longest-serving member, 
50th Ward Aid. Bernard Stone, who suffered a crushing loss. Also gone is 
6th Ward Aid. Freddrenna Fyle, a veteran African-American leader who 
went down to a narrow defeat. 

Not even the 36th Ward, long a Democratic machine bastion, was safe 
from change. Appointed Aid. John Rice lost to a little-known firefighter, 
Nicholas Sposato. 

Emanuel lost the Fyle and Rice races, but his candidates emerged vic- 
torious in the other seven contests where the mayor-elect backed a candi- 
date. Fast weekend, Emanuel walked door-to-door on the Far North Side 
with Debra Silverstein, who defeated Stone. 

Aides to Emanuel said that Silver- 
stein was the first person he called to 
congratulate Tuesday evening, even 
as Silverstein sought to dispel the 
notion that she would do the new 
mayor’s bidding. 

“Em here to represent the people 
of the 50th Ward,” Silverstein said. 
“Em looking forward to being an in- 
dependent person.” 

Stone scored just 38 percent in 
losing his first council election since 

1973- 

“It would appear that this will be 
my last term,” Stone said, cameras 
snapping around him. “It’s been a 
good run. I wiU be satisfied with what Eve done to help the people in the 
50th ward, and I feel sorry for them from this point on, but I wish ‘em 
well.” 

All told, the council will have 18 new faces. Thirteen new aldermen were 
elected this year and five more have little experience after recently being 
appointed by outgoing Mayor Daley

SOUTH SIDE 


The 20th Ward contest drew outsized attention be- 
cause it featured a retired cop running against a rap art- 
ist with a rap sheet. 

In the end. Aid. Willie Cochran won a second term 
by collecting 54 percent of the vote, to 46 percent for 
Grammy winner Che “Rhymefest” Smith. Cochran got 
Emanuel’s support about a week ago, while Smith from 
the start had some of the unions in his corner. 

In the 15th Ward, Aid. Toni Foulkes, a former grocery 
store bakery worker, got 69 percent of the vote, while 
Raymond Fopez, a Southwest Airlines skycap, got 
31 percent. 

In the 1 6 th Ward, Aid. Jo Ann Thompson, a former 
Cook County sheriff’s lieutenant, scored 56 percent 
of the vote to defeat Hal Baskin, a community anti- 
violence coordinator and frequent candidate who got 
44 percent. 

In the 17th Ward, Aid. Latasha Thomas, an ii-year 
council veteran, got major help from Emanuel to fend 
off a challenge.

In the largely Latino 25th Ward, well-connect- 
ed Aid. Daniel “Danny” Solis, fended off a 
spirited challenge from Cuahutemoc Morfin, 
a community activist and vice president of his 
family’s construction firm. 

Solis, who was backed by Emanuel, Burke, 
SEIU and business interests, got 54 percent. 
Morfin, who campaigned on a promise to 
clean up pollution-spewing coal plant in 
Pilsen, got nearly 46 percent. 

In an acknowledgment of the traction 
Morfin gained pushing the power plant issue, 
Solis told supporters he is committed to pass- 
ing a clean air ordinance. 

On the West Side, first- term 24th Ward 
Aid. Sharon Denise Dixon lost a grudge re- 
match to former Aid. Michael Chandler, who 
scored more than 60 percent after losing a 
runoff four years ago. 


NORTHWEST 

SIDE 

Republicans hoped to avoid being wiped out 
of the council entirely, even though city of- 
fices officially are non-partisan these days. 

The 45th Ward appeared headed for a 
recount as John Arena led John Garrido by 
29 votes out of more than 12,000 cast. Gar- 
rido said he’ll ask for a recount. 

Arena is a business owner and longtime 
community activist who had all-out support 
from the Service Employees International 
Union. Garrido is a Chicago police lieutenant 
who ran last year in the Republican primary 
for Cook County Board president. He was 
backed by the Eraternal Order of Police and 
the Chicagoland Chamber of Commerce. 

One of Mayor Daley’s appointed aldermen 
won Tuesday In the 38th Ward, Aid. Timothy 
Cullerton (38th) rode his famous family name 
and support from both Emanuel and Burke 
to victory Cullerton, a former first deputy 
commissioner in the buildings department, 
got nearly 60 percent to 40 percent for Tom 
Caravette, a real-estate agent who owns sev- 
eral properties in the ward.

Blizzard left a dent on 
O’Hare, Midway times

O’Hare ranked last for on-time arrivals and 
departures in Februar}^ according to perfor- 
mance statistics released Tuesday for the busi- 
est U.S. airports. 

Midway fared slightly better, placing 
No. 19 out of the top 29 airports for arrivals, 
but second to last, just above O’Hare, for on- 
time departures in February 

The poor performance results, released by 
the U.S. Department of Transportation, were 
not surprising in light of the blizzard that 
socked the Chicago area in February The 
snowstorm ranked as the third biggest in the 


region’s history and high winds, which disrupt 
landings and takeoffs, were a mainstay during 
much of the month. 

Only 63 percent of arrivals and 61 percent of 
departures at O’Hare operated on time in Feb- 
ruary according to the department’s Bureau 
of Transportation Statistics. That was down 
from a 73 percent on-time arrival rate and a 
74 percent departure rate in February 2010. 

At Midway, 74 percent of arrivals and 
64 percent of departures were on time in Feb- 
ruary That compared to 78 percent on-time 
arrivals and 70 percent on-time departures in 
February 2010.

Comedy Central is confident enough 
in the show’s appeal that it’s already ordered 
scripts for a second season. 

“The sad thing is none of us has moved on 
—we’re still in that limbo period,” said Holm, 
who at 29 is the oldest of the group. (The rest 
are 26.) “We’ve all got friends back home who 
are like, ‘Hey man, I just had my third baby, 
and I’m moving out of the condo and getting 
a house.’ And I’m like, ‘^ah. I’m living in a 
one-bedroom apartment and still have that 
old Volvo.’ ” 

In the first episode, the guys do keg stands 
in their cubicle and munch on ceiling tiles in 
an attempt to throw the results of a drug test. 
After a hard day slacking off at the office, they 
unwind on the roof of their bachelor pad with 
beers and a blunt. 

Comedy Central is used to pushing a few 
boundaries and mostly was hands-off. Holm 


said, with a few exceptions from the legal de- 
partment. “We can’t show somebody inhaling 
I guess, but we can show them exhaling,” is 
how Holm put it. “Mom doesn’t love that, but 
hey. I’m on TV!” 

The youngest of three boys. Holm started 
writing and performing at Evanston Town- 
ship High School as part of the school’s an- 
nual student revue. He majored in history at 
the University of Wisconsin. After graduating 
in 2003, he moved to L.A. (His parents still 
live in Evanston.) 

“I was like, why don’t I come out to L.A. 
and make a go of it as a writer?” he said. “But 


once you’re here, it’s hard to meet people, as 
far as networking. %u’ve got to be in writ- 
ing groups and go to coffee shops and have 
strangers tell you, ‘I didn’t like your script.’ 
That just didn’t seem like my cup of tea.” 

Instead, he enrolled at the Second City 
training center in L.A., where he met Devine 
(who was already friends with the other mem- 
bers of the group). At the time. Holm was 
working as a production assistant on the Eox 
series “Bones” and later on HBO’s “Real Time 
with BiU Maher.” 

Mail Order Comedy has made about 
80 videos since 2005, some of which are on Col- 


legeHumor. The exposure led to a modest gig 
with the “party lifestyle” website 5thyear.com, 
which commissioned a Web series that would 
become the inspiration for “Workaholics.” 

While the Web series didn’t turn viral, 
someone in program development at Come- 
dy Central noticed it, and “Workaholics” now 
is set to air in the plum time slot following 
“South Park.” 

The party house in L. A.’s Van Nuys district, 
where the guys live on the sho^y is the actual 
house they lived in until just recently (minus 
Holm, who shares an apartment with his girl- 
friend). “We scouted for houses, but they just

Monroe) and planning their next party 

The premiere’s rather tired plot— after a 
weekend bong- and beer-bender, the boys 
must avoid an office drug test— is loaded 
with far too many jokes about bodily func- 
tions, getting sex, genitaUa and more bodily 
functions. The guys are working way too hard 
for laughs. 

The comedy steadily improves, and by the 
third episode, set to air April 20, the potty 
humor gives way to a genuinely fresh premise 
(no spoilers!), fun pop-culture references 
(“This is our night at the museum, and this 
exhibit is coming to Hfe,” says Adam during a 
’shroom high) and a song dedicated to Cath- 
erine Zeta-Jones. Enough man-child antics 
remain to keep Comedy Central’s target 
audience ofyoting males happy 

I’m just not sure Zeta-Jones will appreciate 
the humor.

NEW YORK Some New York City 
council members announced a plan 
Tuesday to ban toys in fast-food meals for 
kids, aping a similar San Francisco law 
City Council Deputy Majority Leader 
Leroy Comrie said banning toy giveaways 
would lower the draw of fast food for kids 
and encourage the restaurants to offer 
healthier food. 

“While I recognize that ensuring chil- 
dren have access to — and eat more — nutri- 
tious meals is ultimately the responsibility 
of their caretakers, the City Council can 
empower parents by making it harder for 
the fast food industry to target children 
with predatory marketing techniques,” 
Comrie said in a statement. A similar law 
was approved in San Francisco late last 
year and is due to go into effect Dec. i. 


YOU DIRTY RATS 

Manhattan Borough president Scott 
Stringer demanded Tuesday the resto- 
ration of $1.5 million to the city health 
department to help control what he 
called Manhattan’s horrific rat problem. 
Layoffs of pest control workers caused 
a 1.5 percent rise in complaints over last 
year and damage to New York’s tour- 
ist appeal, he said. “They don’t want to 
come here and share their vacation with 
a New York City rat,” Stringer said. 


Opponents of the bans include the 
National Restaurant Association and Mc- 
Donald’s Corp. 

Mason Smoot, vice president and gener- 
al manager for McDonald’s New Yoik re- 
gion, said taking away toys from children’s 
meals would not solve childhood obesity 


“On average, kids eat at McDonald’s 
about three times a month; that means 
about 87 other meals are eaten at home, 
school or elsewhere. That adds up to a 
discussion larger than toys,” Smoot said 
in a statement. “We provide options for 
our customers and trust them to make the 
decisions that are right for their families. 
Politicians should too.” 

According to the U.S. Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, two-thirds 
of American adults and 15 percent of chil- 
dren are overweight or obese. 

New Y)rk City Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg already has promoted measures in- 
cluding a campaign to cut down on salt and 
a ban on trans fats in restaurant food— and 
a requirement that chain restaurants dis- 
play calorie counts.

Cashed out? 

Cubs win but might have iost a starter in the process 


The Cubs had enough faith in Andrew Cash- 
ner to hand him the fifth starter’s job last 
week and eat $io million of the remaining 
$11.5 million on Carlos Silva’s deal. 

Cashner showed why he’s held in such high 
esteem Tuesday at Wrigley Field, allowing one 
run on two hits over 51/3 innings in his first 
major league start. 

But a near perfect day for the Cubs was 
marred when Cashner was forced to leave 
the eventual 6-5 victory over the Diamond- 
backs after experiencing tightness in his right 
shoulder. The 24-year-old right-hander was 
taken to Northwestern Memorial Hospital 
for an MRI, and the Cubs held their collec- 
tive breath. 

“He just felt a little tightness, and we’re go- 
ing to be cautious with everybody especially 
early in the season,” manager Mike Quade 
said. “He didn’t have any trouble in camp. 


KANSAS CITY 7, WHITE SOX 6 (IN 12) 

The Sox’s hopes ended when Melky 
Cabrera hit a single with one out in the 12th 
inning to score Chris Getz and give Kansas 
City a 7-6 victory. 


This caught us off guard completely But he 
was honest with us, and hopefully we were 
able to get him out of there before anything 
bad happened.” 

Cashner left after a one-out walk in the 
sixth with a 4-1 lead. He showed no outward 
sign of pain, and catcher Koyie Hill said he 
didn’t realize anything was wrong.

97 mph. Cashner’s only mistake was a home 
run to Ryan Roberts leading off the third. 

“Kind of a bittersweet ending to what was 
turning into a really nice first start,” Hill said.

What is Driftless 
IPony Club’s Internet 
star-singer thinking 
about now? 


onsidering its primary source of inspiration, 
“Buclcminster,” tlie fourtli effort from local indie- 
rocli quartet Driftless Pony Club, has no business 
rocking as hard as it does. 

The band wrote the entire album after read- 
ing up on Buckminster Fuller— the American 
engineer/author/inventor who popularized the geodesic dome. 
(Example: Spaceship Earth at Epcot.) That’s not your typical rock 
’n’ roll fuel, to be sure, but the band spins a manic backdrop from 
Fuller’s life and times, even culling the album’s song titles from the 
famed thinker’s essays (“House of 1982 Built Like a Ship”). 

Reached at his Ukrainian Village apartment, 30 -year-old singer 
Craig Benzine, perhaps best known as his online alter-ego Wheezy 
Waiter (Benzine’s YouTube channel has more than 300,000 sub- 
scribers, and his videos have been viewed more than 30 million 
times), discussed the qualities that drew the band to Fuller, how 
it affected their approach in the studio and what Benzine’s really 
thinking about when he’s onstage. 


Was there a particular story that really stuck 
with you as you read up on Buckminster Fuiler? 

I think it was just his ability to try weird things. Like 
he changed up his sleep schedule and would stay 
awake for two hours then sleep for a half hour. He 
just was willing to go for it. It seemed like his entire 
goal was to improve our lives. He was brilliant and 
insane. 

Did you bring any of that sense of experimenta- 
tion to the music? 

Our recording process was different this time. We 
laid down the tracks like we normally would, but 
then we spent a lot more time doing overdubs, 
second guitar tracks, multiple vocal tracks. We de- 
cided to spend as much time as we needed to get 
it where we wanted it. 

Describe your sound in five words or fewer. 

Architecture rock. 


At this point you’re pretty close to the age Buckminster was at 
when he reaily jumped headlong into his work. Was that part 
of what drew you to his story? 

Yeah. I didn’t know that at first, but once I started reading about 
him, it started feeling more and more perfect. When he was 32 
years old, his daughter died, and he decided to just completely 
change his life around. 

Has that caused you to set new goals for yourself? 

Well, I kind of already changed my life around a few years ago. 

How so? 

I started making Internet videos. I always had the skills to make 
them, yet I was working as a waiter and trying to be in a band. I 
started off posting them for free [on YouTube]. Now it’s my career. 

Do you ever get odd requests with the videos? 

I get requests to give people shout-outs or to advertise stuff. When 
Brian Setzer Orchestra came out with a new album, the publicists 
sent me a track from it. I mean, that’s not my kind of music, but

they sent it hoping I’d promote it. 

Do you feel like songwriting is a different 
creative outiet from making videos, or do 
they come from the same place? 

I actually think they’re kind of similar. I treat 
each video like a song.

Are you in the van testing material on the 
other guys in the band on the way to the 
show? 

I’ve mentioned a few jokes that I’ve wanted to 
say to them. I probably shouldn’t say this, but 
sometimes we’ll be in the middle of playing 
a song, and I’ll be up onstage thinking about 
what I’m going to say next.

Class issues 


Playwright Tanya Saracho 
tackles drug cartels and 
Chekhov in ‘Ei Nogaiar’ 

By Julia Borcherts 

Tanya Saracho knows a thing or two about 
fighting words. The Mexican border-town 
native tackles issues of the language barrier 
and racial tensions in her newest produc- 
tion at the Goodman Theatre, “El Nogaiar 
(The Pecan Orchard),” and has dealt with 
it offstage as well. While kicking back for a 
pedicure at a nail salon once, Saracho noticed 
a man receiving a manicure loudly mimicking 
an Asian salon worker’s accent. “I just blew 
up at that dude,” Saracho said. ‘And now I 
look like the crazy Latina, and, I swear. I’m 
not! [Laughs.] Even the women doing the 
nails were like, ‘Lady we hear this every day; 
don’t worry’ ” 

Saracho co-founded all-Latina troupe 
Teatro Luna in 2000 and has since branched 
out into commissions for the Teatro Vista 


at the Goodman (“Our Lady of the Under- 
pass”), Steppenwolf for Young Adults (“The 
House on Mango Street”) and others. 

Saracho’s adaptation of the 19th-century 
Russian dramedy “El Nogaiar (The Pecan 
Orchard)” incorporates four languages in 
its plot about privileged sisters risking their 
homestead by refusing to adjust to a changing 
world. Class issues play out against a back- 
drop of drug cartels, violence and economic 
upheaval. We called Saracho during previews 
to find out more. 

What inspired you to adapt 

“The Cherry Orchard” to a Mexican setting? 

Since I went to school at Boston University I 
didn’t get exposed to a lot of Latino play- 
wrights, and when we got to Chekhov, he hit 
me very Latino. The way he dealt with class, 
and women, it felt very familiar.
